If the suit sold for $28, the profits between 
the factory and the consumer amounted to $10.99. If it sold for 
$25, it cost more to get it from the factory to the consumer than 
it did from the sheep through the factory.”’ 

Mr. B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the board, has estimated that 
for a recent year the farmers received six billion dollars for their 
products; that the consumer paid thirteen billion dollars for those 
same products. The railroad received $495,000,000 for transporta- 
tion, so that the cost of production and transportation combined 
was less than half of the price paid by the ultimate consumer 
more than $6,500,000,000 went to pay the expenses and the profits 
of the men who sold these products to the consumer. All of this, 
of course, from Unele Joe’s point of view, to show that the tariff 
had nothing to do with it.

HERE is no feature of motor car driving more absurd, un- 

‘T necessary or nerve-racking to those within earshot than 

the operation of a motor car with its cut-out open. There 

is absolutely and unqualifiedly no excuse for such a prac- 
tice on city streets. To be sure if the motor is pushed to its limit, 
such as when climbing an exceedingly steep hill or plowing through 
deep mud, the opening of the cut-out valve allows the exhaust 
gases to pass directly into the outside air without being forced 
through the senffler, may faenish some % or Ip per cent increase in 
power; but a well-designed muffler will create practically no back 
pressure on the motor, and will allow the car to be operated at its 
maximum power in nearly complete silence. 

Therefore the motor car driver who wantonly opens his muffler 
cut-out when driving on the smooth surfaces and comparatively 
easy grades of a city street proclaims his ignorance of motor car 
operation. 

Even the smallest type of motor car needs no cut-out when 
used on city streets, and it is doubtful if under any conditions the 
added power obtained by the use of a muffler cut-out is more than 
imaginary, caused by the fact that the engine so vociferously as- 
serts its power. In fact, the only legitimate excuse for the use 
of a muffler cut-out is in the privacy of one’s own garage, when, 
from the sharp report of the explosions, may be observed the regu- 
larity with which all cylinders of the motor are firing. But this 
testing should be done in the garage, and the driver who feels that 
he must continually listen to the sound of the exhaust from his 
motor when he is traveling through the city streets, only pays 
tribute publicly to his own carelessness and doubt in his mind as 
to the condition of his machine. 

The use of the cut-out is a habit which unfortunately seems to 
be growing upon many motorists, and such fail to discriminate 
between broad daylight and midnight, but ‘‘open the muffler’’ 
whenever there is a smooth, straight stretch of road to be covered. 

. A few years ago the release of the sharp sound of the motor 
served as a somewhat efficient warning signal, and the cutout has 
therefore been retained by many manufacturers for this purpose. | 
Because of its abuse, however, it has lost its effectiveness and with 
the marked increase in the range and efficiency of the present-day | 
electrical and mechanieal warning signals we may even assume that | 
the motorist who uses his eutout for this purpose is advertising the 
fact that he has not taken the preeaution to equip his ear with an 


adequate horn or other signaling device.

The religious preacher is the most 
Capabie servani and ile political | 
preacher the sorriest master the world | 
has ever known. Wherever power is/| 
placed in the hands of the latter they 
invariably b@come intolerant, bigoted 
and vicious and resort to the whip and 
the faggot to enforce their opinion. 

Civilization has many times been 
compelled to drive incorrigible preach- 
ers back to the pulpit at the point of 
the bayonet. Many of the pages of | 
history are wet with blood shed at the 
hands of political preachers who wrote 
laws on the statute books that com- 
mitted arson upon mankind, maimed 
human beings with the hatchet and 
sent helpless women to the torture 
rack, all because they disagreed with 
their views.
